Dean Earle’s address 


IN AN address entitled “Building Engi- 
neering Curricula” Dean Samuel B. Earle, 
who joined the faculty of Clemson Agri- 
cultural College in 1902 and remained as 
Dean of Engineering until his recent 
retirement, outlined various engineering 
programs and stated that the improve- 
ment of high school courses would les- 
sen the crowding of the regular four- 
year engineering course. 


Dr. Rolland G, Sturm, who came to 
Auburn in 1951 as head of the Auburn 
Research Foundation and Engineering 
Station, stated that “we serve the 
people of Alabama, the region, the 
nation and the world. We also serve 
our own faculty and students in pro- 
viding inspiration to the young men 
and women who can see a future 
brighter than the past.” 


In paying tribute to Dean Wilmore, 
Dr. Sturm commented that “the spirit of 
such an outstanding engineer as Dean 
Wilmore tvannot be bounded by the 
four walls of a laboratory, but it is 
evidenced in the many services which 
can be offered through such facilities as 
the Wilmore Laboratories and the col- 
lege.” 


Haley presents building 


PRESENTATION of the laboratories to 
the college was made by Paul A. Haley, 
"01, senior member of the A.P:l. Board 
of Trustees. President Ralph Draughon 
received the building for the college. 
Dean Joshua FE, Hannum of the A.P.I. 
School of Engineering presided at the 
ceremony and Rev. Joel D. McDavid, 
pastor of the Auburn Methodist Church, 
delivered the invocation. 


A lifetime of service 


DEAN Wilmore gave a lifetime of 55 
years of devoted service to Auburn as a 
distinguished engineering educator and 
administrator. In addition to his work 
as dean he served as Chairman of the 
Administrative Committee from 1932 
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to 1935 in place of a president of the 
ccllege. In recognition for his fine work 
he was awarded an honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws by the Board of Trustees. 

As was stated in the dedication pro- 
gram: “The School of Engineering was 
developed, expanded and improved un- 
der the inspiring leadership and devoted 
service of Dean Wilmore. Alumni re- 
member him with enduring affection be- 
cause of his progressive outlook, his 
sound philosophy, his gentle disposition 
and exemplary character. The Wilmore 
Laboratories exemplify his devotion to 
progress in. engineering education. It 
expresses in tangible form the ideals 
and spirit of the man.” 


The building itself 


AS TO the building itself the structure 
provides 57,100 square feet of floor space 
for five engineering departments. The 
departments of Aeronautical Engineer- 
ing, Chemical Engineering, Civil Engi- 
neering, Electrical Engineering and Me- 
chanical Engineering have space in the 
structure. Located at the rear of Erskine 
Ramsay Enginering Hall, the building is 
an annex to Ramsay and is connected by 
an arcade, 


While Ramsay Hall is essentially a 
classroom building, the space in Wil- 
more is devoted almost entirely to 
engineering laboratories for instruc- 
tional and research purposes. Each 
laboratory is functionally designed for 
the particular purpose its serves. 


The structure is essentially one story 
in height with two-story sections on the 
north and south sides.. In shape it is al- 
most square, being divided into four 
parts by a wide central corridor extend- 
ing from the south front entrance to the 
north entrance and by a partition wall 
extending from the east to the west side. 

In the center of each quarter of the 
building is an open court. This together 
with skylights, provides adequate day- 
time light. The building is really four 
structures under one roof, thereby pro- 
viding maximum floor space in the 
most economical manner. 


Construction of Wilmore was started 
in May 1948, and was completed for 
occupancy in October 1949. The pres- 
ent equipment has been installed since 
that time. The building is designed to 


‘provide ample space for the installa-

tion of additional equipment when- 
ever obtainable to fulfill expanding 
needs. 


Modern facilities 


THE facilities of the laboratories of 
each of the five departments in Wilmore 
are modern and extensive. They hold 
the key to a potentially strong research 
program. Briefly the various depart- 
ments have the following facilities: 


For the chemical engineering students, 
the Wilmore Laboratories provide 26 
rooms designed and equipped for the 
training of chemical engineers and for 
research. All of the facilities are en- 
expanding 


larged to keep pace with 


chemical industries. 


In the civil engineering section stu- 
dents are provided with modern equip- 


ment for the world’s oldest field of 


engineering. In the/hydraulics laboratory 
the students have equipment for tests 
of the flow of water under various con- 
ditions. A stand-pipe three stories high 
provides for instruction and research in 
water pressure and pressure losses and 
in the use of various metering devices 


under different flow and pressure con- 
ditions. The sanitary and the 
elasticity laboratories are also a part 


the civil engineering section. 


In the aircraft engines and aircraft 
structures laboratories, Auburn trains 
engineers for the air age. The two new 
laboratories in Wilmore supplement 
the already well equipped labs pro- 
vided in an adajacent building. The 
Department of Aeronautical Engie 
neering also has a 325 acre airport 


located three miles from the campus.

It has been 
estimated that there will be a 25 per 
cent increase in the textile industries in 
this state in the next 10 years.

Prior to joining West Point he had 
served as superintendent of Cowikee 
Mills at Eufaula, and for two and a half 
years during the war he worked for the e 
government on research and develop- 
for defense at the 
Southern Regional Research Laboratory 
in New. Orleans.

THE old Ladd Stadium jinx continued 
to work on Auburn on October 25 when 
the Tulane Greenies came roaring for- 
ward in an exciting second half to down 
the Tigers, 21-6, before 20,000 in Mo- 
bile. In five Mobile appearances at 
Ladd Stadium, the Tigers are yet to win 
a game. 

After the two often-beaten SEC 
élevens battled to a hard-fought, score- 
less first half, Tulane’s Greenies ex- 
ploded for a TD near the end of the 
third quarter. The Wave rambled 44 
yards in five plays with Jim Partridge 
scoring. 


Before the third period was history 
Tulane quickly scored its second touch- 
Gown on a beautiful criss-cross punt 
return play by halfback Les Kennedy 
who sped 65 yards for the score. Tulane 
seored its third touchdown shortly after 
the fourth quarter opened. Larry Pound- 
ers intercepted one of Spence’s passes 
and being hemmed in after running for 
Tony Sardisco—who raced to the Au- 
several yards, he lateraled to a guard— 
burn 16.

Electrical engineering 


IN order to explore new applications 
in the field of electricity, Wilmore Labor- 
atories provide the industrial electronics 
laboratory, which contains a complete 
shop and assembly room for developing 
circuits and maintaining equipment, and 
the illuminating engineering laboratory. 
The electrical engineering department 
also has three other complete labora- 
tories, the alternating current, the 
direct eurrent and the communication 
laboratories. 

Three new mechanical engineering 
laboratories are in Witmore. The 
steam eéngineering laboratory houses 
a complete edugational steam power 
plant designed primarily for reseach 
and testing purposes. The materials 
testing laboratory includes equip- 
“mient which has almost unlimited ap- 
plications in the field of industrial 
research. 

Facilities for testing both diesel and 
spark-ignited engines are provided in 
the internal combustion engines labora-= 
tory. Research is undertaken on both 
gasoline and butane-propane spark-ig- 
nition engines and a complete machine 
shop provides equipment for the ma- 
chines and fabrication needed w ex- 
perimental set-ups.

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History of °27 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following is the 
last history of the class of 1927 as it 
was published in the 1927 Glomerata, 
Written by R. D. Yarbrough, class his- 
torian, the history traces the four years 
of the class of '27 on the Plains. We feel 
that it will be of interest to the 1927 
classmates as they plan for their 25th 
Anniversary at their reunion on No- 
vember 7 and 8.

BEING a male of the species, the after- 
dinner hour finds me seated in my easy 
chair in front of a roaring fire. My good 
pipe is burning to my satisfaction, and I 
am thinking of the events of the last 
four years. The desire is strong within 
me to chronicle these events, so that 
the class of ’27 may in the future sit as 
I am sitting now, with the picture of 
those memorable years of our college 
career before them.
